Nantuget, Masi.. July 28.--In a 

great ttnt «n the shore of Massachu 
setts bay, for hours a throng of men, 
Md not a few women listened to dis- 
tinguished orators from various parts 

of the United States, as they (U-livor- 
ed addresses upon the principal polit- 
loal issues of the day from the Demo- 
cratic point of view. 

The speechmaking followed a ban- 
quet, the first given by the recently 
organized N\w Kiiuland Democratic 
league, in the Koclcland hotel, at 
which abotit 800 were present Tlio 
entire program was Intended to give 
the league, the members of which em- 
brace many of the leading Democrats 
of New Enfrliind. a tlttinf? introduction 
to the piililic. To this end. the list 
of speakers was made as notable as 
possible and the league was able to 
present Hon. P. A. Collins, former 
consul Roneral to I.ojidon. and now 
mayor of Boston, as presiding oflici r, 
and William J. Bryan, twice a Demo- 
cratic presidential candidate; Edward 
M. Bhepard of New York, recent Dem- 
ocratic candidate for mayor of that 
city, and Senator E. W. Carmack of 
Tennt ssee, to make addresses. 

Senator J. W. Bailey of Texas was 
expected to attend, but he sent a let- 
ter Instead. 

Prior to leaving Boston for Nantas- 
ket, Mr. Bryan went to 'Fremont tem- 
ple to address the Newsboys' Protect- 
ive association. 

The last Democratic harmony din- 
ner was the one in New York at which 
formtr President Grover Cleveland 
and former Stnator David B. ilill 
apoke. 

Bryan's Speech.

Army Is Approaching. 

Capf" Hayticn, Hayti. July 2'. — The 
army frcni the (i< iiartnient of Ailii- 
bonite ami fri.iii iho (iistricts in syrn- 
pathy with M. Kirmin. who has been 
declared president by the Artlbonltes, 
is marching on f'a]ie Hayticn fr(im 
three sides. (!( ii< ral Alljert Salnave 
has arrived at I'lalsance.

Au-Prince. The population here Is in 
a state of uneasiness, believing that 
the town will shortly be attacked by 
the Firminists.

New York, July 26.— <Late develop- 
ments Indicate that the tremendous 
improvements planned in the transit 
facilities for the city will not be held 
up by the refusal of the board of al- 
dermen to approve the Pennsylvania 
tunnel franchise or halted by the 
struggle between the Rapid Transit 
Suliway Construction company and 
tbe UroolUyn Rapid Transit company 
for the right to build the Brooklyn 
tunnel subway. Mutual eoneesslons 
will. It Is believed, pave the way In 
the Immediate future for the carrying 
nut of all the plans. Worlt has been 
started on the New Jersey end of the 
Pennsylvania tunnel under tbe North 
river. 



Date of Dedication. 
St Louis, July 25.— Dedication of 
the world's fair will take place In tbe 
palace of liberal arts April 30. 1P03, 
with pageantry and oratory. The 
drawings of the liberal arts building 
have been given to the contractors for 
their bids. Tiie structure must be 
ready for occupation by April 14, 1903. 
This exposition palace with its large 
hall, unbroken by cotirts, makes the 
only serviceable building for large as- 
sembllei anong all of the arehiteotur- 
al glaata of the fair. It is estimated 
that 11.000 peraona can be comfortably 
aeoomodatad on the ioor spaea.

DEMAND MADE FOR OUILTY MOROS. 



One of the A«'eiise<l Leaders of the 
Attack la Delivered In a 
Mutilated State But 
ToBgl Is Defiant. 



Manilla, July 25.— Captain J. J. 

Pirshing of the Fifteenth cavalry, 
who is In command of the Llano 
(MIndanaol expedition, has arrested 
the sultan of Binadayan as a hosUge 
for the delivery to him of the Moros 
who on June 23 attacked two Ameri- 
cans. The sultan offered to produce 
the (lead body of a relalve of the Moro 
leader and to surrender 10 slaves, but 
Captain Pershing refused to entertain 
tbe suggestion. Tbe sultan then or- 
dered his followers to produce tho 
guilty .Moros. On Tuesday one of tl;<> 
guilty men was brought into the 
camp of tbe Americans. He was hor- 
ribly mutilated Before dying he con- 
fessed having participated in the am- 
bush of the Americans. Tongl, the 
leader of the attack, has fortled his 
house and defies the sultan of Blna- 
dayan's followers to canture him. 

serTous wreck. 

A <'oa<b KIIIe<l With Paasengera 
.luiiipH the Traek. 
McConnelsvllle, O., July 25.— The 
worst railroad wreck In the history 
of this valley occurred at Douda, two 
miles below here on ihe Ohio an<l 
I.ittle Kanawha. The rear coach 
jumped the track on a trestle and 
and fell 40 feet turning completely 
over. Out of about 30 passengers. 
Miss Gertrude Sherwood of Roxbury 
is dead and County Commissioner W. 
F. Lightiser is dying. Six or more 
others are probably fatally hurt, 
among them Charles Bailey the well- 
known Marietta traveling man. 

Hickman Ceurtmartial. 

Manilla, July 25. — ^The courtmartal 
of Lieutenant Edwin A. Hickman of 
the First cavalry, on charge of hav- 
ing ducked in a pond two natives of 
Tayabcs because th< y refused tf) 
guide him to the stronghold of the 
Insurgent leader Caballas, has been 
concluded aftt r two bri' f sittings, and 
Lit ;iti iiant Hickman is hf-lieved to 
have liefn acir.iitted. The lifffusc 
admitted ail of the specifications, tak- 
ing exception only to the word "un- 
lawful" and p!« ade'l justiflcatinn nn- 
;l(r ,L(iuial ( idtr 100 and the cond- 
itions (;r( vailing in Ta;. :!lios pi t'\ iiic'. 
The defense also produced a tele- 
graphic order from fieneral Chaffee 
urging location of Caballes regardless 
of the measures necessary to do so. 
The desire to shift rt sii .uKiliility. the 
defense disclaimed and said the tele- 
gram from Oeneral Chaffee showed tbe 
urgent necessity for locating Caballes.

MURDER OP BUD WILMOTH AVENOED.

PblllippI, W. Va., July 25.— Two ne- 
groes whose names were unknown, 
were lynched at Womelsdorf. near 

Iktc, duriUK the nisht liy an angry 
mob numbering several hundred. Tho 
first black man was shot and killed 
in the station house, the second was 
taken to the park where he was 
hanged, then riddled with bullets and 
cut to pieces. IJoth whites and ne- 
groes are enrajri'd and in arms. More 
trouble Is hourly expected. The trou- 
ble grows out of tbe murder of Chief 
Bud Wilmeth on July 23. Several 
other arrests had been made and 
lynching seemed imminent on every 
side. The dead blacks were caught 
near Belllngton and were locked up, 
otHcera fearing lynching if taken to 
Elklns. When arrested neither of the 
men gave their names. .Negroes art- 
leaving on every train. The lynched 
men were horribly mutilated and their 
bodies left un the commons. 

OUTLAW IRACY 

Ih Siii<l to Have .Assiiiiie'l Kole of a 
Itirycle Kider. 
Woodburn. Or., .luly 2.'». — Frank 
Plckena, a young man living in the 
outskirts of town, has met a heavily 
armed bicycle rider whom he thought 
was Tracy, the outlaw, and who a.s ti- 
ed the direction and distance to Sa- 
lem, After obtaining the desired in- 
formation, tbe stranger rode on In the 
direction of Salem. Eighty rods be- 
hind the first canii' Mimthi r wheelman, 
also heavily armed and apjiareutly fol- 
lowing tlie flrst. Fickens at once has- 
tened to town and notified tbe auth- 
orities. 



Extra Guards Sent Out.

The conclusion rcaclu d was that all 
the defcjiiiaiits had violated the in- 
junction ;ni(i ucri' guilty of contempt 
of court. Sentence in the case of 
"Mother" Jones was postponed. In 
the case of four foreigners who can- 
not spcik Engli.'sh. s.-ntence was 
postponed tt.l the arrival of their in- 
terpreter. Thomas Haggerty was 
given 90 days In jail and the other 
five defendants CO days each.
